(AACC) 1in 2006; she has served on the AACC Commission on
Minority Resources and chairs the AACC Commission on Diversity,
Inclusion and Equity; she 1s also a current member of the
Illinois Community College System Foundation Board of
Directors and has served as the President, Vice President, and
Secretary/Treasurer of the Illinois Community College
Presidents Council; she has also served as chairperson of the
Presidents Council Student Development Committee, chairperson
of the Governance Committee, and as chairperson of the

Presidents Council Administrative Services Committee; and

WHEREAS, Dr. Alice Marie Jacobs received her Ph.D. in
College and University Administration from Michigan State
University; she also holds a M.A. from Western Michigan
